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LERAYSVILLE, NEW YORK. 
“Old Sheepfold cemetery" inscriptions. 


The first interments made by the pioneers of LeRaysville 
and vicinity were in the woods and the clearing adjoining the 
\ meeting house of the society of Friends on the road from Evans 
Mills to LeRaysville about one mile from the latter place. 
The Quakers by a rule of their sect were forbidden to erect 
monuments and no inscriptions existed, 
This graveyard was abandoned after 1825 and land taken from the 
farm of Stephen Roberts on the top of Child's hill beyond the 
village of LeRaysville on the road to Watertown was set apart and 
known as the "Child's Hill burying ground. Tombstones were 
erected in this ground in 1843, but there are few of the graves 
marked and the cemetery has always been Known as the resting 
Place of the neighboring Quakers. 

A few gravestones are still standing in a field opposite the 
sash & blind factory of Lester Waful on Pleasant street road. 
There was once some graves in the field next the highway and 
nearly opposite the fork of the Felts Mills road from the road to 
Gt. Bend at the foot of Limeledge Hill on the old Payne Hinds farm, 
These were probably removed to the Sheeffold lot. 

The "Old Sheepfold " burving ground is on the edge of the 
Pine Plains at the top of the Limeledge Hill commanding a pict- 
uresque view of LeRaysville and the pond at its edge. 
The enclosure was orininally a bone fide fold for sheep used by 
the proprietor James LeRay de Chaumont to house his celebrated 
brand of morinoes prought by him from the sheepfold of the 
chateau Ramboillet in France, The land was never formally 
deeded to the public by Mr. LeRay and still remains a portion of 
the estate at present in the name of the Phelps family. 

It contains about three acres inclosed by a fence and is still 
used by the inhabitants as a cemetery. There are many interments 
without stone or inscription to show the place of burial,and 
doubtless some double burials .as any one has the right to such 
use of the land, but private enterprise has made some of the lots 
attractive and individual rights are generally respected, A tax is 
annually raised among some of the lot owners and the place is 
mowed. once or twice a year, but not kept in good condition, 

1822 is the earliest interment recorded, the inscription to 
Thomas Ward in 1821, was made at the time of his wife's burial, 
he having been buried in the field behind the stone Quaker meeting 
house on the Evans Mills road. This is now an open & cultivated 
field,no trace of graves remaining. The inscription to David 
Weichard who is buried in the Sheepfold ground is on the family 
monument in Carthage, 


In the list of inscriptions following,extraneous information 
such as maiden names of wives,ete, which has been gathered from 
other sources is inclosed in brackets. The verses,etc, are omitted,

Within the inclosure of the LeRay estate gardens 
about 20 rods from the "01d bear's hole” is a gmave once 
surrounded by wooden palings, now fallen & decayed, on which 
the follwing inscription. It was the first child of Therese 
LeRay, the only dau.of James LeRay de Chaumont. She mar. in 
France in 1816 the Marquis Amadee de Gonvello & came with her 
husband to America, & this child was born at *he villa .» of 
her father near LeRaysville. The following description of its 
paptism is taken from the Journal of American History 1908. 

" A hugh boulder which presented a flat surface about 4 feer 
from the ground, was, with candles & crucifix, transformed into 
an altar. On a branch of an oak tree,spread out protectingly, 
like a canopy over it,was hung a bell,which could be rung from 
the ground. On a pleasant afternoon in Aug.1817,at a given hour, 
the bell was rung,& tite family,accompanied by servants, sponsers 
& priest,marchea to the app@inted place. When the solemn sacra- 
ment of baptism had been administered to the child the party ret-— 
urned to the mansion,where a baptismal feast had been prepared & 
gifts to commemorate the event were distributed to all the retain- 
ers of the household. Today, 90 years after that little child was 
laid to rest in the grove not far away from the mansion, one may 
read,upon a gray moss covered head stone, "
